Dozens if aged residents of Wil- 
mington still have not picked up the 
monthly cash payments to be had for 
the asking at their Social Security 
Field Office, according to a state- 
ment today by Miss Ethel Eliopoul- 
os, Manager of the Social Security 
Office, in Lowell We don't know 
who these individuals are so we 
can’t count them,” Miss Eliopoulos 
said, “but our experience convinces 
us that there are quite a number,” 

Key to the situation is the “New 
Start" provision written into the 
Social Security Act as one of the 
1950 Amendments. This has to do 
with the test of whether the work- 
er is “insured,” meaning whether he 
has enough earnings - in work cov- 
ered by the Old-Age and Survivors 
Insurance part of the law - to 
qualify for benefits, Being “insured” 
is still measured in the unit of a 
quarter year in which the worker 
had at least $50 of pay on a job n- 
der the system. 

of these quarter-years 
wages are all that are needed | 
person who has already reach- 
5. By comparison, if the old 
requirements had remained in effect, 
a worker whose 65th birthday is 
today would have needed 28 such 
units. The six quarters now required 
do not need to be consecutive, and 
ma e been earned at any time 
since the beginning of 1937. 

Once a person is 65 and has work- 
ed enough to be “insured,” the only 
other thing he needs to do, to be- 
come entitled to payments, is to 
take application. Monthly ‘checks 
thea come each month for life, ex- 
cept when a beneficiary under age 
75 is working under social security. 
At age 75, a beneficiary can draw the 
checks regardless of how much he 
earns in any occupation, In Lowell 
and vicinjty, a great many people 
now 65 or over worked in one of the 
local plants on war work, and got 
their required six quarter-years of 
credits. But a sizeable number of 
these still believe that they don't 
meet the requirement, not realizing 
the requirement has been reduced 

Miss Eliopoulos appealed to the 
Wilmington Crusader readers to 
pass on word of the change to any- 
one they think might be benefited:

Miss Eliopoulos said jt has been 
found that most people are reluc- 
tant to stop working at any age 
if they are still in good health, 

Under the provisions of the new 
law, any amount of earnings from 
employment or self-employment will 
not interfere with the Social Secur- 
ity payments to persons who are 
over 75 or over. Both the insured 
worker who is working and his 
dependents may then accept all of 
their monthly payments under So- 
cial Security. Whether they are in 
jobs covered by Social Security or 
not they can still receive their bene- 
fits even though their earnings ex- 
ceed $50.00 monthly. 

Miss Elioupolos emphasized that 
when claimants file for benefits, 
that action is kept strictly confi- 
dential in accordance with the law 
and no information concerning such 
individuals can be given out from 
the Social Security office without 
the consent of the claimant.
